London, Oct. 24. — The receipt of dis- 
patches from Constantinople announc- 
ing imposition of a poll tax of five 
piustrtis per head and the levying of 
other taxes in order to arm the MuebuI 
maua have caused the situation there to 
assume a very grave aspect and has 
greatly increased tlie anxiety felt here 
regarding the eventual outcome of the 
Easteirn imbroglio. 

The Speaker discuaaing the matter, 
saya : " The new war tas is a sign that 
the Sultan means to fight, jjoasihly after 
carrying out the fresh massacres of 
Christians whicli are daily expected. 
The sick man we trust is near his death 
struggle. There is little doubt in the 
public miud that an arrangement has 
been made for joint European action, 
and at the present it is only resisted by 
one power." 

The Speaker's well informed Constan- 
tinople correspondent, however, doubts 
the existence of such an arrangement. 
A later dispatcli from Constantinople 
says that extra precautions were taken 
yesterday against a fresh Armenian out- 
break, but it was not expected at the 
time the message was filed. 

Sir Henry J^Uiott, British ambassador 
to Turkey from 1807 to 1877, and whoso 
life has been spent in the diplonmiic 
service of Great Britain, in an interview 
says: "The political state of Turkey 
greatly resembles what it was immedi- 
ately before the deposition of A'- lul 
Aziz, when there existed, as now, wide- 
spread discontent, arising from the 
baneful influence of the palace." Con- 
tinuing, Sir Henry Elliott urges that 
support bo given to the reform party in 
Turkey, "as the whole empire," he as- 
serts, " needs a changeof administration 
and the Sultan is more afraid of the 
Young Turks than of the powers." 

Indications generally point to the 
Egyptian (luestion as being the hinge 
of the situation, and there is a renewal 
of its discussion in the British and for- 
eign press. The Times has published a 
letter from Right Hon. Leonard Court- 
ney, Ijiberal, formerly Deputy Speaker, 
ami now member of parliament for the 
Bodmin division of Cornwall, suggesting 
the withdrawal of the British troops 
from E^ypt in order to prove Great Brit- 
ain's diainterestednesB in the Eastern 
question. 

M. De Blowitz, the Paris correspond- 
ent of the Times, to-day sends an ac- 
count of an interview with a prominent 
politician who lias twice been min- 
ister, and wlio has returned from 
a visit to the capitals of Eu- 
rope. In this interview the ex-min- 
ister is (juoted as saying that he was 
struck by the fact that no matter what 
international question was discussed it 
always reverted to the situation in 
Egypt as the leading factor. "Egypt," 
he continued, "is tlie paramount ques- 
tion, as prolonged peace depends upon 
Anglo-Russian reconciliation, wliich is 
only possible tbrougli a prior Anglo- 
French aureement regarding Egypt. 

"English statesmen," he says, "are 
now a riddle. They appear to want to 
show disdain for the continental po'vers. 
The British embassy at Paris has been 
vacant for the past three months, which 
in it-self is a soui'ce of miaunder- 
Htanding. No j)owers want to rejiUice 
England in I'^u'vpt, but it \h 
desired that I'liigland, instead of reiiinin- 
iiig there against our wish, should re- 
main Willi our consent. M. fianotaux 
(the French uiiniBter of foreign allairs) 
once said to me : ' But for the Egyptian 
(luesiion, I would undertake in five 
minutes to settle all the other Anglo- 
French questions.' 

" Baron de ^Courcel (the French min- 
ister at London) recently remarked : ' I 
only wish that Lord Salisbury would 
agree lo converse on the subject, but so 
Boo i as I attempt it, lie changes the sub- 
ject. This is the only real cause of dis- 
quiet in Europe.' " 

It is said that all the sovereigns and 
cliiefs of state have been invited to visit 
London aiui atlentl the fetes whicli are 
being organized for the sixtieth aiinivor- 
aary of tlio tiueen's reign, and it is stat- 
ed that the Emperor William and the 
Czar have already accepted the invita- 
tion. As an indication of thoscale upon 
which the fetes will be given, Her Ma- 
jesty, in declining to bo present at the 
school board function, took the ground 
that the demands which will be made 
upon her time and powers in 1897 will 
preclude her attendance at the cerem6ny 
referred to. 

Truth again this week devotes several 
pages to the Fourth Hussars scandal, 
the brunt of which, it says. mn=t fall on 
theCommander-in-Chicf, I.'ird Wolaeley, 
and Sir Kedvora BuUer, the adjutant- 
general to tlie forces, for glossing over 
the bullying scandal which was preju- 
dicial to the whole army. Mr. Henry 
Labouchero also recalls the turf scandal 
of 1805 in the same regiment, when an 
unknown horse, surroptitiously substi- 
tuted for au outsider, won a race, the 
substitution being arranged by the oili- 
cers whose horses wore in the race, in- 
cluding Messrs. Spencer and Churchill. 

The Daily Mail, whicli is printing a 
series of interesting letters from Am- 
erica, devotes columns this week to 
Chicago, whicli it describes as "The 
(iueen and guttersnipe of cities, the 
cynosure and cesspool of the world, the 
most beautiful and the moat squalid; 
widely and generously planned, with 
streets of twenty miles where it is un- 
safe to walk at night; where women 
ride straddlewise and millionaires dine 
at midday ; the chosen seat of public 
spirit and municipal boodle." 

Lady Pauncefoto, wife of the British 
ambassador at Washington, and her 



daughters, will sail from New York on 
Saturday on the American line steam- 
shii) St. Paul. 

Mr. Walter M. Castle has engaged Sir 
Frank Lock wood as counsel for his wife, 
in addition to Sir Edward Clarke, Q.O., 
formerly solicitor-general. 

Jerome K. Jerome's paper, which ia 
seriously hostile to everything American, 
has a vicious attack this week on Ameri- 
can bicycles, and denounces them as 
" utter trash." 

_ The Speaker calls attention to the per- 
sistent rumor that tlie secretary of state 
for the colonies, Mr. Joseph Chamber 
lain, was cognizant of Jameson's raid be 
fore it occurred and asks for an official 
disavowal of it. 



STiLHEAD FISHING. 



To Increase the Utility of the Mili- 
tary College— Deputy Minis- 
ter of Bailways. 



Grave Military Scandal— Artillery 
Force to Be Bcorgrauized 
and Be-armed. 



The Navy Will Be Largely Aug 
menteil— Polish Agitation— A 
Family Tragedy. 



Beulin, Oct. 24.— Another military 
scandal, following closely upon the 
sentencing of Lieutenant von Brue- 
sewitz to four years' imprisonment in a 
fortress and to dismissal from the army 
for killing a workman with his sword 
because the latter accidentally pushed 
his chair while enterfng a cafe, has ere 
ated considerable stir in civilian and 
military circles. 

A peasant named Bauer had several 
sons in the army, and one of them was 
in garrison at Omund, v.'hcre he was 
made a non-commissioned ofDcer. His 
sergeant, on learning of young Bauer's 
advancement, was heard to exclaim in a 
beer house : "I would like to know the 
ass of a major who made Bauer a non- 
commissioned officer." For this utter- 
ance the sergeant was imprisoned for 
three weeks and was then transferred to 
lieilbronn, where he became the superior 
to Bauer's brother, upon whom he took re- 
venge for his imprisotiment by subjecting 
him to systematic brutalities. Bauer 
once attemjjted to commit suicide but 
failed and the cruelties were continued 
until the victim in desperation took his 
rifle and fired a couple of shots into his 
own mouth, killing himself almost in- 
stantly. The military court which en- 
quired into the matter simply declared 
it to be an ordinary case of suicide; but 
a number of officials and inhabitants of 
Eeidlingen have taken the matter up 
and have compelled the military authori- 
ties to re-open the inquiry. 

It is learned upon good authority that 
the entire German artillery is about to 
bo reorganized. The Emperor William 
paid great attention to the matter dur- 
ing the recent army manoeuvres and the 
artillery exercises at Kummersdorf. 
The plan comprises the formation of 
smaller field artillery regiments, instead 
of the present unwieldy ones; the ap- 
pointment of more officers and the 
gradual substitution of wide range and 
quick firing guns for the present can- 
non, which are more or leas antiquated 
The general staff favors guns of the 
Maxim type for machine guns. 

In spite of the denials given in the 
press there is no doubt that His Majesty 
adheres to his programme for an in- 
crease of the navy as outlined in the big 
naval memorial prepared by Admiral 
von Ilolletzan. Partial credits for twelve 
new vessels, of which four will be of the 
largest type, will be asked for from the 
Reichstag this fall, calling for 70,000,000 
marks increase of the naval expenses of 
189(5. 

The following incident ia reported to 
have occurred at the swearing in of the 
naval recruits at Kiel. After delivering 
his usual Fear God and obey your em- 
peror " address, His Majesty asked a 
Bavarian recruit whom he meant when 
he referred to the " external enemy." 
The Bavarian re])lie(l, "The Russians." 
The Emperor continued : " And who are 
the internal enemies?" "The Prus- 
sians," replied the recruit from Bava- 
ria. 

In demolishing the oldest part of the 
royal stable building near the castle on 
Tuesday last, a document dated 1-143 
was discovered, apparently proving that 
the wold of the soil in the vicinity of the 
castle belongs to the Hohenzollerns and 
not to the city aa hitherto believed. In 
conae<iuence, the Emperor will begin 
suit before the Kamraergericht for the 
purpose of ousting the city from the land 
around the city, and if ho wins His 
Majesty will make extensive alterations 
and improvements in the castle and 
about the Schloss Platz, including vast 
terraces around the building. 

Poliah agitation has already assumed 
alarming proporl iona, and the excesses 
in connection with the demonstrations 
at Opalenitza and Broniberg, in honor of 
Archbishop Stablevski, led to the prose- 
cution of the agitators, a nd the Priissian 
government is now considering a scheme 
for dividing the province of Tosenamong 
the adjoining provinces of Silesia, Bran- 
denburg and West and East Prussia in 
order to facilitate the Germanizatiou of 
Poland. 

A painful tragedy is reported from 
Dresden, where Dr. Paul Eulenberg, the 
author, has poisoned his three children 
with Prusaic acid and then committed 
suicide, owing to the fact that they were 
starving. Dr. Eulenberg wrote a book 
entitled "Germany's Position Since 
1870," and a featal play in honor of 
Prince Bismarck. 

Moritz Rosenthal, the well known 
pianist, sailed for America from Cher- 
bourg yesterday by the Augusta Vic- 
toria. He is under contract with Mr. 
Henry Wolfahon, of Kew York, to give 
one hundred concerts in America, begin- 
ning Hovember 10 at Oarnegie music 
hall. . .

A militia general order was issued to- 
day governing supplementary examina- 
tions for cadetship in the Koyal Mili- 
tary College. This is rendered necessary 
because there are not sufficient cadets 
forthcoming. It is suggested that the 
institution could be made more useful 
to the country if a number of free 
cadetships were annually ofTered to pu- 
pils of high schools and collegiate insti- 
tutes. 

Wm. Wainwright, assistant general 
manager of the Grand Trunk railway, is 
spoken of aa the possible deputy minis- 
ter of railways. 

Mr. Faribault, iof the geological sur- 
vey, who haa been working in Nova 
Scotia all summer, says that the boom 
in British Columbia has started a gold- 
mining boom on a small scale in the 
Maritime Provinces.

KAMLOOPS. 

(From the luland SentineH 
The Stump Lake silver claims, on 
which tj great deal of work was done 
some years ago and afterwards aban- 
doned, have all recently been restakei'Ji 
toeether with a good deal more of the 
ground in the vicinity. 

The Iron Mask property, which lies 
adjacent to Mr. Guerin's, has a capital 
showing of ore, and next Week, after 
Hon. Wct Wallace's arrival, it is expect- 
ed that two shifts will be pat on and the 
lead followed down in true mining 
fashioD. Mr.. Newman is very sanguine 
of the results. 

The quartz claim owned by Messrs. 
Noble, Thompson and Mclnty re is situ- 
ated about 3,500 feet above the aea level 
in a ])rophyrile granite formation, and 
carries galena with some arsenical iron 
pyrite. It has a width of about eight 
feet between well defined walls, and n 
shaft 8x10 feet has been started and is 
down about five or six feet. While it 
looks like a good vein, much more 
development is necessary to demonstrate 
its value. 

On Sunday tlie 3-year-old boy of Dr. 
H. E. Hall, of this city, met his death in 
a manner which called out the sympa- 
thy of tlie whole community. Dr. and 
Mrs. Hall went to church, leaving their 
four young children at home at the 
ranch, ii few miles south of the city. An 
excavation had been made for a barn 
foundation, and after the parents had 
left the children found their way into 
this and amused thoniaelves j)icking 
away the earth f'om the perpeudieuhir 
sides of the excavation. Presently tlio 
loose earth from above caved in and cov- 
ered tbreo of tlie children. Two of them 
extricated themselves, but the youngest, 
Frank Herbert, a bright little fellow of 3 
years, was completely covered, and be- 
fore assistance arrived life was extinct. 

The most important bit of news of 
the week regarding the Coal Hill min- 
ing operations is the bonding of James 
Guerin's fractional claim (which has 
already been describedin these columns) 
to John Gobeldick, the representative of 
a wealthy British mining company. The 
company which Mr. Gobeldick repre- 
sents is fully capable of exploiting this 
prospect, and if the results should prove 
that a mine exists there, it will deter' 
mine the fact that everybody here- 
abouts is anxious about — that the min 
eral on Coal Hill is a genuine business 
proposition. 

Iron Mountain, in Lower Nicola, is the 
scene of a great.deal of mining activity 
The whole mountain is capped with 
iron, having an appearance very similar 
to that of lied Mountain, at Rosaland. 
Some fine samples of copper sulphide 
ore have been obtained, and the men 
owning the claims are extremely san 
guine of the results. 

Last night Jack Hepburn brought in 
some fine samples of free gold rock, 
which caused some excitement and sent 
numbers of prospectors into the hills 
again tliia morning. The location of the 
claim lias not transpireil, but is believed 
to be on Coal Hill not far from the other 
well known claims. Numerous records 
have iieeu made during the week, in fact 
tbo number seems to be steadily increas- 
ing from week to week.

A magnificent exliibit of ore from the 
Nest Egg was on view in Rossland this 
week. The ore, which is reported to be 
of ahippinu grade, and looks like it, is 
taken from ttie breast of a drift nn the 
iifty-foot level ■ where there is a face of 
lour feet of solid ore. The Neat Etrg has 
been a sadly abused property. It was 
abused by jumpers, by the press and by 
the stock brokers. But with a crown 
grant and four feet of shipping ore at 50 
feet of depth, it is in a better position 
to-day than many of its more popular 
and favored neighbors. Nest Egg with 
its present showing is one of the best 
stocks in the camp to hold. The next 
two mines in Trail Creek to pay divi- 
dends ought to be the Josie' and Even- 
ing Star. 

The .Silver Bell, owned by the Silver 
liell Mining Co., lies to the south of the 
'/ilor and Kant ."5t. Louia. It, is easily 
accessible from the grade of the Ked 
-Mountain railway which skirts the 
inounlain not more than half a mile 
from the tunnel site on the Silver lioll. 
A siirica of shallow cuts and some sur- 
face stripping has uncovereil a well de- 
fined vein for some distance. The vein 
is from twelve to fourteen feet wide and 
is mineralized throughout, the vein mat- 
ter consisting of quartz and some lime, 
and it carries steel galena, zinc and a 
little iron pyrites. It all carries some 
value in gold and silver and some ship- 
ping ore can be sorted out of what has 
been taken from the surface. The vein 
is characterized bv aeama of lead and 
iron oxide, commonly called carbonates, 
from which some very high returns in 
silver have been obtained and also bet- 
ter values in gold.

(Special to the Colonist.) 
VANCOUVER. 

VAHConvEK, Oct. 24. — ^The inquest on 
the body of Sarah Kosendahl was con- 
cltided to-day, the verdict being '' Death 
from unknown causes./' and ailvising 
tlie aiitlioi-ities to investi<;ate the case 
■without dehiy. 'Die evidence was vcrj' 
contradiccory. 

The body of a Spaniard, na.me un- 
known, was found floating near Point 
Gray to-duy. 

There was great excitement among 
mining men to-day over the eKhibition 
in Vancouver by J. Mahrer and IIukIi 
I>i!mj)Soy, of Nunainio, of HOine extreme- 
ly rii'li t^uld- l)earint^ ore from tlio l^orne- 
lUihs mine, Tcxiula ishuid. Fifteen dol- 
lars in free };old waa j)icketl ont of one 
oi the corners of a chunk with a pen- 
knife. It i:! the richest ore ever seen 
here. 

Next week the tram coniiiany will run 
eight minute ears, instead of every ten 
minutes as heretofore. The ten minute 
service being insuHieient, the quicker 
service is to be tried ag an experi- 
ment. 

In the Supreme court yesterday tha 
case of Shooiiolhaiii v. Schoiield, for an 
order to answer interrogatories, was 
heard. Tlse action was dismissed with- 
out costs. The two parties concerned 
came to an agreement out of court. The 
caae of Pyke vh. the Fraser I\iver Can- 
ning Co. was adjourned for one week. 
Ca.sai(]y, cliarged witli houseljreaking on 
Uowen islnntl, will be tried at the next 
assize. The case of liobertsou and El- 
(Iriilge, (;hiirged with broakinf; into the 
Standard Oil Company's premises, will 
also comenp at the next assizes. 

Owing to the fears bo freqently ex- 
pressed by holders of mininf; stocks pur- 
chased below par in Vancouver as to 
their liability, several mining brokera 
and operators were asked by the Colon- 
ist reporter to express their opinion. 
Mr. G. D. Scott, of tlie Mining liurcau, 
who has liad considerable experience in 
forming companies, gave the following 
opinion : The law provides that the 
purchaser of treasury utock of a mining 
company shall be liable for the dill'er- 
ence between the purchase and tlie iiar 
value, which, generally speaking, is a 
great detriment to njining operations. 
However this diliiculty may be overcome 
by the promoters of the company trans- 
ferring to the vendors of the property 
the full stock of the company, and the 
vendors then transferring to the trustees 
apoition (usually one-third) of the stock 
to be sold for development. This stock 
thus transferred to the trustees is non- 
assessable and lej,'ally paid up, and, al- 
though it is sold for develupinent pur- 
poses, it is vendors' st(jck. 

A (juick service hicycle delivery agency 
is to Ije slarti'il in the city. 

When tlie tire brigade, set fire to some 
unsanitary sliiu^kson Dnpont street some 
tioie ago, tlie.\' were not careful enough, 
it is alleged , tu jirevenl the water ueed 
to prevent ttie adjoining houses catching 
fi.ie, from getting into tliu-o premis-ea 
and flooding the rooms. Aa a conse- 
quence they are the defendants in a h lit 
for damages amounting to .'f.SuO, owing to 
damage done by this water. 

\\^illie ISIilchell, a son of the manager 
of the District Messenger Company ser- 
vice, and who is employed by the same 
comijany, waa accidentally run over 
yester<lay, but fortunately escaped with 
slight injuries. 

Tiio i)ouu(l by-law is to be revised, 
owing lo its unHatialuctcu-y working. Ai 
present any ln.'rse impounded nuiat bo 
kept twelve days Ijefore being soUl, and 
the fact of its Ixdng impounded and the 
sale must be given iiotiee of Ijy adver- 
tisement, all of wliiirli entails an ex- 
pense upon the city of dbcut .$12.

. Dr. McCarthy and Chief Engineer 
iMurphy, of the Empress of Japan, start 
to-morrow for South Kootenay and the 
Slocan country to procure data for ii syn- 
dicate of wealthy Hongkong merchants, 
who will probably invest largely in B.C. 
mines. 

The annual harvest festival services in 
coiuiectioii with St. Mary's parish, Sap- 
pertoii, will bo held to-morrow. Bishop 
Dart will otBciate, 

At a meeting held last night in tlio 
Sullivan hall, called for the purpose of 
forming a Young Men's Liberal Chib, 
the preliminary steps were taken to that 
end, E. P. Davis, Q.O., being ap- 
pointed chairman and J. H. ICerr, 
B.A., temporary Becretary-treasurer. Of 
the audience of about forty present some 
were inclined to favor the idea of mak- 
ing the club more of a social rendezvous 
than a political organization, with bil- 
liard and pool tables, cards and other 
games, etc. ; but, after considerable 
Btcam had b?en exhausted, the proposi- 
tion Bininiored down into the idea of 
having fortnightly meetings, more after 
the stylo of an amateur tlel)ating society. 
.Messrs. Senkler, hartley, liaxter. Wood- 
ward and McDonald were ajipointed a 
committee on rules and by-laws. An 
entrance fee of fifty cents and yearly 
dues (jf .$1 were decided upon, and the 
uiceting ailjourned until Tuesday even- 
ing next.

NANAIMO. 

X.iN.M.MO, Oct. l.' l. - .Supreme President 
Oliver, of the order of Sons of St.Oeorge, 
instituted a lodge of that order at Wel- 
lington this evening. Mr. Oliver was 
assisted by several members of Inker- 
man lodge of this city. 

A petition is in circulation requesting 
the provincial government to open a 
trail from Nanaimo Lakes road to the 
headwaters of the Nitinat, via Nanaimo 
lakes, jiractically the same trail that 
Mr. Bray, government agent, went out 
to lind a route for last week. 

On Saturday morning last Mr. Edward 
Hughes passed away at Wellington, after 
an illness of overtwo months, of typhoiil 
fever. 

For the past six weeks Mr. Jas.Scagel 
and Mr. Win. Hall have been out on a 
prospecting tour. These gentlemen lo- 
cated three claims, the specimens from 
each of which are highly satisfactory. 
The claims are about sixty miles north 
of here on the mainland. 

A. Dick, inspector of mines, who was 
out at the Wellington collieries, says 
that the position of the heated coal is in 
the basin inside of and below the semi- 
circular travelling road connecting No. 3 
and No. 4 slopes, which meet in the 
centre and in the lowest part of the de- 
pression. It will thus be necessary to 
floo<l the workings only up to the circu- 
lar travelling road The fire is caused 
by the presence of iron pyrites in the 
shale.

K. .\. I'owys, agent for several makers 
of mining machinery, resident liero for 
about a year, disapjieared on Wednesday 
evening and hag not since lieeii lieard of. 
He is well known on the Coast, particu- 
larly in Vancouver. He waa snflering at 
the time from a recurrent attack of jun- 
gle fever, contracted in India. All efforts 
to trace him have proved fruitless. 
Grave fears are entertained for his 
safety. 

OUK OWN DOMINION. 

The Bishop of Niagara on the Inheritance 
of the People of Canada. 

The Bishop of Niagara preaching in 
Holy Trinity, Winnipeg, during the 
meeting of the General Synod of the 
Church of l'"ngland, referred to the 
church's missionary oiterations in the 
loreign field, among tlio heathen, the 
ancient civilization in India, China and 
Japan . He then dealt with the colonies 
and finally with the Dominion of Cana- 
da.

We 
need another .Moses to stand and aay to 
the Canadian peoiile : 'Ye shall bless 
the Lord your (;(.)d for the good land He 
hath given you.'

to man's will, till at last we come face to 
face with the great Pacific.

CARIBOO IN THE YUKON. 

An Interesting Description by an Old Miner 
Why Has Been for Three Years 
Up North. 

"When I left Circle City early in 
August, and from which I have just now 
arrived," said William Dalton, the Cali- 
fornia gold digger who has been for three 
years mining on the Ytikon, to a San 
Francisco Call rejiorter, " large hands of 
cariboo were coming over tlu^ mouutaina 
from the north and running south. 

" In Bonie of tlieH(! bands there were 
aa many as from 3,000 to 5,000 cariboo at 
a time. They were moving in immense 
masses. I had frccpiently seen them be- 
fore, for every spring and fall the cariboo 
start on their regular pilgrimages. In 
the B|jring Ihey go north and in the fall 
they move aoutli again. 

" It is a beautiful sight to see, them. 
They are huge animals, and when you 
get a few thousand of them together, the 



great'horna make them in the distance 
look like a uYoving forest. 

" I have seeii tliem makea path two 
miles v.'i'le in Uie suow. I was mining 
cm Hogliiun creek, and when the caribno 
began to cross the diviile north of tlie 
camp there were po many that it took 
between three and four.days for them to 
get over. 

" The cariboo usually string along very 
leisurely, but as soon as the boys in 
cam|) see them tliey begin to shoot, and 
then the cariboo start to running. They 
don't gallop— they trot, and they trot a 
good deal faster than a horse. 

" Beyond the divide, and between the 
Yukon and the Tanana river, is the 
Tanana divide, and there at these two 
seasons may also be seen large' bands of 
cariboo. The cariboo come from every 
direction, so that wherever you go you 
see moving masses of them. 

" It was thus that they were pouring 
over the hills when I left. The Tanana 
is a big river, navigable for steamboats 
for fiOOmilea, and everybody knows more 
or less of the great size of the Yukon 
There are many other rivers besides tiie 
Tanana wdiich omjitv into the Yukon. 

"When the cariboo come to any of 
these they simply plunge in and swim. 
Nothing impedes tliem. However, wdien 
they have their choice they keep uo on 
the hills. 

" It is said that many of these cariboo 
spend a good part of the year among 
some almost bare mountains north of the 
Tanana. The crests of the mountains 
are granite, and it ia as smooth as the 
tiles in a tioor. 

"The cariboo there and elsewhere 
live on the moss that grows in parts of 
these mountains. Thev have a spoon- 
like horn, that is wide and flat, and 
with this they scrape away the snow 
ami get at the moss. It acts as a sort of 
shovel and answers the purpose admir- 
ably. 

"The cariboo have very big feet, 
wdiich spread cut and keep thoiii on top 
of the soft enow. There is a big deer- 
claw on each foot, and this helps them, 
so that the foot as a wdiole spreads out 
like a fan. 

" In the fall the cariboo will dress 
from ;!00 to 400 pounds each when full 
grown, but in the spring they are so 
poor they don't weigh more than half 
that much' In the fall and winter the 
bulls and cows go in difTerent communi- 
ties, but always keeping close together. 

" I never expect to see a more inspir- 
ing sight than these cariboo as tney 
move back and forth in their micrations. 
It is worth a lot of money, and w hen one 
has Been it he wdll never forget it. 

' There are some moose here, but they 
are by no means so plentiful aa the cari. 
boo. T saw five once, but that was the 
most I ever saw at any one time. There 
are no mountain sheey or goats there, so 
fur as I have observed, but down on the 
Hootalinka you iind both sheep and 
goat?.*'

The 
Buiiiiy ways as far as they liavc l)een 
seen <\i) not appeal to the reason, 
neitlier are they moral and not material 
in their nature. One of them was to 
hold out inducements of a persona 
natnre to those wlio were believed to 
have an influential voice in tiie Kettle- 
ment of the difficulty. It is known 
to the whole Dominion that a seat in the 
Cabinet has been kept dangling before 
the eyes of members of the Manitoba 
Government. The settlement of the 
question has not yet been consummated, 
consequently there is as yet no Minister 
of the Interior. 

A gentleman who is supposed to ex- 
ercise a great deal of influence in the 
political afTaira of the I'roviuce expected 
the seat in the Cal)inet ; but It waa not 
part of the snnuy policy to give him 
that seat. He was oU'ered a British Co- 
lumbia judgeship instead. But he re- 
jected the offer and has abandoned pol- 
itics, as he says, '' for good." The sunny 
way was not successful in this case. 
Another gentleman, who had it in his 
jiower la helj) or to hinder the settle- 
ment, w as oll'ered a Manitoba judgeshii). 
This had the efitect intended. He is no 
longer in 3Ir. Laurier's way. What other 
oilers of this kind have been made, or in- 
ducements ofTered, are not yet known. 
There have been whispers of substantial 
money '^'rants, which are expected to 
have the effect of ])lacating tiiose who 
m:tv be (lissatislied with a settlement 
diU'ereiit from the one they had reason 
to expect. 

But so far the public has received no 
definite information as to the nature and 
extent of these inducements. It may bo 
that the lion. Mr. Tarte, who liappei,8 
to be in Manitoba at this ))artie:ular 
juncture, will do what he can in this 
direction to facilitate a aettlement. IMr. 
Tarte is an experienced negotiator. He 
served lils iiolitical apprenticeship in the 
])rovince of Quebec, and understands the 
Bunny way of smoothing over difficulties 
perhaps as well as any man in the Do- 
minion. Enough, at any rate, is known 
of tlie nature of Mr. L.aurier'e sunny 
ways in this matter of settling the Mani- 
toba school difiiculty to warrant tiie con- 
clusion that those of them that are not 
known will resemble in most respects 
those that are known. 

We agree with those who assert that 
Mr. Laurier's sunny ways are in striking 
contrast to those resorted to by the 
Jiowell and tlie Tiipper GoverninentB. 
The former cif these believed that the 
l)roper course to pursue was that pointed 
out by the constitutloni The ways of 
the law and of the constitution are not 
always Bu^iiyi and they do not help men 
tq'attaia their personal ends, but they 
.are Bupposed to vtoik for the general 



good. The honest way and constitu- 
tional way was condemned. . .by Mr, 
Laiirier and Uis ' Lib^lnil friends as not 
sunny enough, and as 8ir Mackenzie 
Eowell did not offer ambitions and in- 
fluential Manitobans seats in the cab- 
inet and judgeships, and did not hold 
out inducements of another nature, the 
negotiations fell through. They did not 
contain enough of the sunny element. 
Whether the way of settling the diffi- 
culty adopted by Sir Mackenzie Bowell 
and Sir Charles Tupper was not better 
in the interests of the whole Dominion 
and of honest Government than the 
Hon. Mr. Laurier's sunny ways, will be 
a matter for future consideration. 



TITE NEXT LIBERAL LEADER. 

The British Liberals appear to be as 
yet without a leader. In these piping 
times of peace, when Parliament is not 
in session and there is no immediate 
prospect of an election, this does not 
much matter. But the time cannot be 
far ofl' when the Liberals must choose a 
man to lead them. It seems now that 
Ijord Rosebery is not to bo the man. A 
very large proportion of the Liberal 
party felt relieved when they learned 
that he had resigned the Leadership, 
and it is quite certain that they and 
very many other Liberals will not 
think of placing bin; in the position 
which he by his own action admitted 
he did not feel himpelf coniiietent to fill. 

Tliere has been some talk of asking 
Mr. Glaidstone to take the position he 
had filled so long. It is argued 
that as long as he is alive and has 
the use of his faculties, no other 
man — let liim be ever ao able — can 
be really tlie leader of the Liberals. As 
long as he agrees with Mr. Gladstone he 
may get along well enougli, but if he 
ventures to adopt a line of policy which 
the Grand Old Man disapproves and 
considers it his duty publicly to oppose, 
his authority as leader would disappear 
immediately. The rank and file of tlie 
Liberals would agree with Gladstone 
without taking a great deal of trouble to 
find out whether he was right or wrong. 
There may be some truth in this; but 
it is not likely that if a really strong 
man— a man who possessed the qualities 
of a leader — were placed at the head of 
the party he would retain his position 
no matter whether the course pursued 
did or did not meet with Mr. Gladstone's 
approval. 

The Liberal who, by almost common 
consent, has earned the right to be 
placed at the head of - the Liberal party 
is Sir William Vernon-Harcourt. He 
has long been a prominent man in the 
party. He possesses great ability and ho 
has had long and varied experience as a 
statesman. He has, too, since the re- 
tirement of Mr. Gladstone, led the 
Liberal party in the House of Commons, 
and his leadership has been most suc- 
cessful. Harold Frederic, in his London 
letter of the 17th inst., writes in the fol- 
lowing manner of Sir William Harcourt's 
leadership of the Opposition; 

Only two months ago all England was 
talkinir of one of the moat remarkable 
seaaiona, then justended, in modern lOng- 
liali Parliamentary history. A Ministry 
marshaling the largest majority known 
since the time of the Keform bill had 
fought from February to August, and 
had sustained an almost all-round de- 
feat. Of ten contested measures which 
it had brouglit in, only two had been 
carried through. On its chief measure, 
the i:ducation hill, it had been literally 
routed from ttie field. No one dared to 
deny that the hero of this extraordinary 
session was Sir William Vernon-Hiu- 
court. Tliough nearing his seventieth 
year, he had never left bis post for an 
hour, even when the cessioiia had lasted 
through the night ami till noon iu!xt 
day. ll is leadership waa as isupurb and 
un(iuestioned on the intellectual as on 
the physical side. He emerged from 
the final contest like a giant re- 
freshed, and the Liberals, wIkj had 
entered the session dismayed and 
utterly hopeless, came out behind 
him dumofounded at the scope 
of the triumohs through which he liad 
led them. In that hour ot victory one 
never heard Lord Uosebery's name 
mentioned, except by way of wondering 
how most easily to get rid of him. He 
had contriimted absolutely nothing to 
his ))arty 'a trium])hs, and iki one thonglil 
of him exc(!i)t aa an incumbrance to t)e 
unloaded when the convenient time 
came. 

The very able correspondent ot the 
Xew York Times no doubt expressed 
the opinions of the great majority of the 

Liberal party as to the fitness of Si- 
William Harcourt for the post of Leader. 
There is no doubt that the <iay is not 
distant wlien ho will l)e formally iw- 
knowledged as occupying the ])oaition 
which he has for some time virtually 
filled. 



heavy burden of taxation more cheer- 
fully than they l^ve hitherto done. ■ 

The total revenue of thierepiiblic is es- 
timated at over $22,000,000. This im- 
mense sum would, previous to the im- 
migration of the strangers, have bought 
out the Boors, lock, stock and barrel. 
They were very poor and their govern- 
ment was generally on the verge of 
bankruptcy. The war expenditure this 
year is nearly iivemilUonB of dollars, last 
year it was barely one million. The 
sum appropriated for the purchase of 
firearms alone is £375,000, or well on to 
two millions of dollars. The education 
of the country costs over .$500,000, and 
of this the sum expended on the educa- 
tion of English children is barely $4,000. 
It must be remembered that the Uit- 
landers in the Transvaal greatly out- 
number the Boers, yet of the revenue of 

1,-U)2,11)3 the Uitlnnders pay £8,500,000. 

The taxation compared with the whole 
product of the country is enormous. 
This is what the correspondent of the 
London Times says about the proportion 
tiiat revenue in the Transvaal bears to 
production : 

What does this atate, which ia apend- 
ing over .i;i, 000,000, produce? It i)ro- 
ducesnow about .£7,000,000 worth of gold, 
a small (piantity of coal sold for export, 
beef and mutton and corn, etc., but no 
manufactures. Practically tlie .C7,000,U00 
realized from gold has to bearall the taxa- 
tion. Here ia a serious problem for 
I'hiropean political economists to solve. 
Can this South African rejjublic allbrd to 
spend these large sums, and where is the 
interest on £150,000,000 of European 
capita.1 which have been expended in 
this country to come from? 

The problem is a difficult one indeed. 
It would seem as if President Kruger 
was determined that the British investor 
in the Transvaal gold mines shall get 
very little in return for liis money. ^Vhen 
half the jjroduceof themiiiea is eaten up 
by taxation someone must come Bh,ort 
in the division of the other half. 
If the gold-fields of British Col 
umbia turn out to be as extensive 
and as rich as those of the Transvaal 
(and there are many who now believe 
that this is the case), the British 
Columbia mine owners and stockhold 
ers will be inlinitely better ofl' than 
those of South Africa. But this by the 
way. It seems impossible that the 
tyranny of the Boers can last very much 
longer. The Uitlaml^rs greatly out 
number the Boers. They belong to 
fighting races, they love freedom and 
they hate opjjression. Under such con- 
ditions it is difficult to understand how 
Kruger can expect much longer to rule 
the Uitlanders with a rod of iron. If 
he continues to refuse them the rights of 
free men it is not in the nature of things 
that they will remain quiet and submis- 
sive.

TJIE UITLANDERS. 

It does not appear that the condition 
of the Uitlanders in the Transvaal is at 
all improved since the date of Dr. Jame- 
son's raid. They are still compelled to 
hear nearly the whole of the burden of 
taxation, they are still unrepresented in 
the legislature of the country, and they 
still get very little indeed for the heavy 
taxes they have to pay. 

The expenditure of the Government 
has very considerably increased, but not 
for the benefit of the Uitlanders. Presi- 
dent Kruger has taken it into his head 
to make preparations for v.'ar, and the 
Uitlanders are of conrso compelled to 
jniy a great deal more than their fair 
share of the additional expenditure. As 
it is very probable that the extraor- 
dinary precautions taken by Hr. Kruger 
are against the UitlanderB themselves, 
their having to pay for theyrar material 
does not cause them to b^ar their very

D.^MAOKS TO THE " UHAril.I.A." 

The steamer Uraatilia was put on the 
Tacomadry dock Friday morning, when 
it was discovered that along the garhoard 
strake and running a distance of (10 feet 
fore and aft of amidsliijis are 25 or 30 
liolea from a few iiu'lics to six or eight 
feet long, and from three to ten inches 
deep. When tho vessel grounded she 
dragged heavily on the beach and forced 
sand through the holes into tho hull. 
Tho divers mistook strips of sand 
20 or 30 feet- long for the beach; 
and rci^orted holes of that size in tbe 
vessel when she was inspected in her 
wrecked position. The Umatilla will be 
repaired by putting heavy ])lnnk8 over 
the hull and riveting them to the iron 
plates, 80 as to virtually make a wooden 
shell, to cover the holes. It will cost 
between ^50,000 and .tTO.tWO to complete 
the repnira. I'roni ^;iO,000 to $4ri,000 
has already been Bi)ent in reclaiming the 
vessel. Damaged cargo anil repairs will 
make the total loaa about .taOO.OOO.

Very unwillingly 1 hud lo consent to his 
being named a director of the company. 1 
knew the man, but as he was merely a 
nuuority holder, 1 did not think it possible 
that he could do much harm. 

At the first meeting of the c<iinpany I 
was unauimoiislv chosen inesident and 
manager. 1 strongly iirj;'.'d the selection i 
someliody else as prrMilent, hut had t 
yield, linmediatclv alter the first nieetiii 
of the company it "was agreed that .'HI.UUK 
shari's of the t'reasurv stock should be sold 
at 10 cents a share, and all parties present 
at the meeting, without exception, signed 
an agreement not to sell their stock for less 
than l.") cents a share for a limited pedod, 
or until the .'lO.OOO treasury stock were sold. 

Immediately after this meeting I ap- 
pointed agents in .'Spokane, \'ictoria and 
Rdsshiiul for the sale of the stock, and I 
])ulilislied in the .ipokane and \'ictoria 
Ijapers a jirospceliis setting forth the value 
of iirtiperty owned hy and the objects of the 
Company.' I had the claim surveyed, and 
an application matle for a crown grant. 
Hut owing to the <lepression in the local 
markets in .lime and .luly the stock did luU 
sell as rapidly as we expected. I called an 
informal meeting of the stocklioldi rs at 
Victoria, and I told them I would go Mast 
and that 1 voiiid i)lace all tie.' stock iiecrs- 
sary in Toronto and in .Mouti-cal. 1 told 
Mr" I'^stei) the same thing. And about the 
middle of , I Illy I went Ivist. 

Acting in my dual ca|i.acity as I'vesident 
and Manager, I coiitrai'ted with George A. 
I 'ase, the most energetic and , highly re- 
spected broker in Toronto, for the sale of 
100,000 shares of Palo Alto stock. This 
would have netted the company ?10,0<Ki, 
and it would have enabled me to push de- 
velopment work on the I'alo Alto with con- 
fidence and vigor. I had every reason 'o 
e.xpect that the stockholders and the other 
directors would not only apjirove of my 
action, but would do all they could to 
strengthen my lumds by holding to the 
agreement not lo sell their own stock 
under 15 cents a share. I wired the Secre- 
tary to forward 40,000 shares of the treasu ry 
stock to Toronto, Which he did. 

Five days after I made this contract, and 
while the newspapers of tjuebec and Oni- 
ario wore being thoroughly utilized to ad- 
vertise Palo Alto, a meeting of the com- 
pany was held in Victiu ia Palo Alto stock 
was selling ICast for l.'i cents and shoals of 
telegrams were arriving at Victoria daily 
asking for Palo Alto stock. The Victoria 
brokers were hunting round for options. 
.\nd 3'ei, .^tr. Kstej) tells us that he did not 
know what 1 was doing in Toronto. 

1 had no knowledico that a meetuig of 
the company wos being held or was to be 
held on August 4th. Had I been informed 
of the object and date of such a meeting I 
would hove had Colonel John M. Burke, 
who was largely interested witli nie in the 
property, rcprcsenl me at the meeting. 
But neither Col. Burke nor myself knew a 
thing about it till it was all over. The con- 
sequence was that a meeting was held at 
which there was not a single mining man 
))resent. At this meeting Mr. Instep \ti.<r,l 
js an oracle and ran the show. This man 
who knew as much about mines as a Caro- 
lina nigger docs about tlu.xions, had himself 
chosen as Managing Trustee uf the Com- 
pany. He, moreover, induced the stock- 
liolders present at the meeting to have 
.'lU.OOO snares of Treasury Stock secretly 
sold to themselves at T) cents a share, while 
iny agents were .'Jelling stock in Toronto 
for lo cents, and Victoria brokers were 
hunting for it at any prii'e under ID or 11 
cents a share. 

The whole lu-oeeediiigs of .Mr. Instep's 
meeting were telegraphed t<i the 'foroiito 
papers the next day. anil I could not lie- 
livve my senses when the editor of the To- 
ronto Star showed me the dispatch. 1 
could not believe it possible that knaverv 
or folly coidd be guilty of such procoeif- 
inga, and I telegra)ihed for informalion. 
The replies conlirmed the newspaiier 
despatches, and then I knew the fatal mis- 
take 1 made in not having warned the 
stockholders of N'ictoria against this man 
Kstep. 

I have no cinnplaint to make against thi! 
Victoria stockhohlers ; tlu'vdid not know 
him, and in mv absence he iriidicd ami 
fooled them. Iliadni.uv at st:dic in the 
I'alo .Mto than any other man. I had been 
the promoter, the sponsor, the guidiin.' 
spirit, as well as t he iiresideiit and uiaua- 
g<M' uf the company till .\ugust IMi. 
My money ami my ropniation were 
at stake in the venture, and had 
this man Kstep not thrown his 
blighting inlluiuK'e in my way, in .'^0 days I 
would have had the company in excellent 
liuauci.'il I'oudition; I would have had t he 
property worked for all it was worth, and 
to the li"est advaiitiigi' ; 1 would have ful- 
lilled all the jiromisi's 1 made to those 
wiioiu 1 induced to put their money into 
the claim. But Cleon did not stick to his 
last, and our modern Shylocks won't stick 
to usurv, for they want to become rcsijoct- 
able hy lieconiing managers, presidents'and 
trustees of mining companies. 

Of course I shall take the first opportu- 
nity I can gel to have f'.slei) removed from 
the board of the lionijiany, and lo have a 
proper manager and a competent snperin- 
lemh.'iil appointed. .Meanwhile, let me 
assure I he stockholders that no aniount of 
incimipeleney can do away with the great 
value of the proijerly. It will make a rich 
mine. The siookholdcrH have lost by sell- 
iiii,' the slock at half of what I could have 
got and liail contracted for. Tho stock- 
holders have also lost through iiK'onipetent 
maiiagenieiit and useless expenditure on 
the claim. That, of course, 1 disclaim al[ 
responsibility for, but I do not hesittite to 
fasten such responsibility on ^Yillianl (ias- 
ton Kstep, of Spokane.

The Signal Lijrht.ship for Umatilla 
Reef— Alberui a Fort of 
Entry. 



According to advices from Callao, 
H.M.S. Wild Swan, which struck a rock 
at tlie entrance to tlie harbor of tliat 
port some time ago, is now on her way 
North in company with the Comus, Her 
Majesty's ship dispatched from Ecqui- 
malt to the distressed sloop's aesistance. 
Both are en route to Esquimalt and the 
Swan will, it is understood, dock im- 
mediately upon her arrival. Until 
either vessel arrives it is probable that 
the Icarus, now in Esquimalt, will not 
leave the station, although she will be 
ready for sea in a week. The Swan 
aud her companion started North last 
week, but the exact time of their arrival 
is of course uncertain. The flagship will 
be absent until next week, being expect- 
ed then from Vancouver. 

UMATI1,L.\ ]tl:i;K LIGHT, 

A special letter from Wasliington City 
states that the Umatilla reef light vessel 
intended to be stationed off the Straits 
on the Washington coast, is in a bad 
hape and hardly likely to be completed 
in time to be of any aerviceto the marin- 
ers of Puget Sound during the coming 
winter. The proposed'new vessel for the 
protection of commerce takes its name 
from the famous reef on which the 
steamer Umatilla was wrecked ten years 
D.' From that time congress has been 
urged to make a suitable appropriation 
in order to point out to vessels this ex- 
tremely dangerous ledge of rocks. Now, 
after the work has been begun, the 
steamship which gave its name to the 
reef again sullers wreck. It was not un- 
til March 2, 1895, that congress author- 
ized the lighthouse board to contract for 
constructing, equipping and outfitting a 
steam lightship witli fog signal, the total 
cost not to exceed ^80,000. Tho contract 
has been let to J. H. StefTen, of Port- 
land, Or.) to build a vessel similar to the 
one now stationed ofT the mouth of the 
Columbia river, which, with the excep- 
tion of about two weeks, has been in 
constant service since April, 1892. 

.\ I'ORT OK KNTUV NOW. 

Owing to the importance Alberni has 
attained in the maritime business of 
Britisli Columbia, it has now been offi- 
cially made a port of entry, with Mr. 
Geo. W. Westliouse otricer in cbame. 
Henceforth vessels visiting Alberni will 
be obliged to comply with the usual cus- 
toms formidities through him. Tliis 
will facilitate the departmental work of 
which Collector Milne has control, inas- 
much as it will further limit the field of 
smuggling operations — always a source 
of trouble — besides lightening the work 
of the local customs oflicials.

EX-SPEAKER CBISP. 

Death of tbe Ex-Speaker of the United 
States House of Representatives. 

Atlanta, Oct. 24. — Charles F. Crisp, 
ex-speaker of the house of representa- 
tives, died here yesterday afternoon. 
His condition had been rejjorted very 
low, but no fatal conclusion of his illness 
had been expected so soon. His un- 
timely death makes the choice of sena- 
tor a matter of great uncertainty, ('risp 
liod been in Dr. Holmes' sanitarium live 
weeks sull'ering from malarial fever. 
The immediate cause of death was heart 
failure. 

Charles Frederick Crisp was born in 
Sheffield, England, January 21), l.Slo, 
while his parents wore on a visit to that 
country. He was a forceful speaker, a 
nran of ^vaixi tact, and possesscil the 
(luaiities that fitted him for the leader- 
ship of a parliamentary assemblaRO. 
His first prominence in national afl'airs 
came from the skill with which he led 
hia party in several warm election con- 
tests. He was elected to the speaker- 
ship after the most memorable caii- 
vasa in the history of the hoiisje. As 
speaker Mr. Crisp was fair but firm, and 
liis rulings have been upheld. 

As a lawyer, a judge and a legislator, 
Mr. Crisp displayed mental energy, a 
judicial temperament, conservatiBm, 
self-command, and broad stateamanahip. 
In emergencies he inevitably came for- 
ward as a leader,. owing to the fact that 
he posseased that blending of dignity 
and force that commands respect and 
vitalizes influence. IJo i)0BSesBed an 
imposing person and courtly manner, 
and spoke with vtinning eloquence. In 
trying legislativewdealB an^ ^ot party 
conflicts he has been the mainstay of 
hid colleagues. Few public men have 
surpassed him in this respect. His 
jjosition had been fairly won. ,

Prince Karageoi gevitz. Standing around 
the royal grou|) were the Knights ot the 
Order of the Ainiuuciation, tho cabinet 
ministers, tlie court dignitaries, the sen- 
ators and (lepal;ieg and the innnieipal 
and provincial officers. The president 
of the senate discharged the services of 
civil officer. 

The Duke of Aosta and the Count of 
Turin, nephews of the King, were the 
witnesses. The bride and bridegroom 
answered in firm and clear tomes all the 
formal questions put to them and then 
signed the records. The members of 
the party afterwards proceeded in state 
carriages drawn by six hores to the 
church of Santa Maria degli Angeli. 
Tlie route was lined with troops, bril- 
liautly decorated, and thronged with 
people cheering enthusiastically, church 
bells pealing and cannon roaring out 
aalutca from batteries in different parts 
of the city. 

Mgr. Piascolli, who performed the re- 
ligious ceremony to-day, is Cirand Prior 
of the Palatine church of St. Xicholaa at 
Bari, wheie the Princess of IMontenegro 
landed, and it was he who received iior 
abjuration of the orthodox faith and ad' 
mitted her into the Roman Oathulic 
church. The Pope refused to allow any 
cardinal or bishop to officiate at 
the marriage, nor would Ilia 
llolineaa permit the ceremony to 
be performed in any of the great 
Roman baailicaa, aa King Humbert 
WDuld have preferred. Both tho church 
of St. Nicholas at Bari and lIio church 
of Santa .Maria degli Angeli have been 
declared national monuments, therefore 
they are under government control, and 
the minister of public instruction is re- 
sponsible for their suitable decoration. 

As the procession entered the church, 
which was lavishly decorated and filled 
with the invited 'guests, courtiers and 
military and naval officers, the bridal 
party was met by the clergy in rich 
vestments, Jieaded by the mitred abbott 
Piascolli, who officiated at the religious 
marriage. The supporters of the bride 
and groom were the Duke of Aosta, the 
Count of Turin, Prince Victor Napoleon 
and Prince Meirko, younger brother of 
Princess Heleiie, who, during the nup- 
tial beneiiiction, hold over the iieada of 
the kneeling pair the beautiful veil used 
at the marriage of King Humbert to 
(itieen Marguerite, 

Victorio fimmanuele, Prince of Naples 
and heir to the throne of Italy, was horn 
November 11, 1869. He ia of slight 
build, somewhat deformed, of a quiet, 
studious manner, and commaiidH the 
Italian troojis ill the military district of 
whi(di Florence ia the headquarters. 

PrinceHB Helene of Montenegro ia the 
third daughter and fourth child 
of Nicholas I, the reigning Prince 
of iMonteiiegro. She was born 
January 8, 1S7:3, ia a tall, finely formed 
and well educated woman, who at one 
time waa looked ui)on aa the [joaailiie 
bride of tho present Czar of Russia, who 
with the Czarina is said to have a high 
regard for her. The wedding presents 
were numerous and costly, and the bridal 
outfit was elegant in the extreme. 

At the moment the Prince and Prin- 
cess entered the palace on their return 
from the church the cheering was 
drowned by a tremendous artillery 
salute, and four carrier pigeons, bearing 
beneath their wiiiga tlie news of 
tlie marriage, were dispatched to 
various parts of the kingdom. Short- 
ly after their arrival at the palace the 
Prince and Princesa of Naples apjieared 
on a balcony, surrounded by the royal 
and princely families, and gracefully 
acknowledged the cheers of the popu- 
lace. In lienor of the marriage to-day. 
King Humbert has granted amnesty to 
a large number of political and military 
prisoners, as well as to some conimon 
law offenders.

FllENCH SUfiAR BOUNTIES. 

Provisions of a Bill Now Under Considera- 
tion by the Government. 

Paiiik, Oct. 24.— The draft of a bill to 
regulate the angar industry of Franco 
and to w-'uteractthe export bounties of 
other countries, was submitted to tho 
cabinet at ita meeting to day. It adda a 
tax of2)^,' franca to the excise duties of 
homeconaumption, tho funds derived to 
bo applied to granting an export bounty 
of 2^ fr. for refined sugar and raw 
sugars yielding 96 per cent., and an ex- 
port bounty of 1)2 fr. for raw sugara 
yielding 07 to 98 per cent. Tho bill pro- 
tects tho refiners at seaport towns and 
French colonial nrodneora by a protec- 
tive bounty syatoin, and the allowing of 
a drawback on foreigi. sugar intended 
for re-export is maintained. It is pro- 
posed that the bill shall not be operative 
until September, 1898. '

KUSSIFICATION OF TURKEY. 

The Sultan Fractically tbe Vassal of the 
Czar. 

(From the London Sntnrdny Review.) 
Lord George llnniilton, secretary for 
India, aumnied up the eitiiatioii in one 
sentence: " The Sultan now is practically 
tho vassal of Kuaaia. Tho disaolution of 
Turkey must aggrandize Russia, and 
Turkey cannot be kept together." 
Such language is enough to make 
Lord ]5eacons/ield turn in hia grave, 
eapecially coming from one of hia 
favorite young men. The Russification 
of Turkey would enormoufly in- 
crease tho responsibilitiee of the Ozar's 
government. On the other hand, the ad- 
vance of Russia to the Bospboroua will 
make her ndore accessible and her vulner- 
ability will be increased. It is for the 
triple alliance, not for Great Britain, to 
object to tho Kuaailication of Turkey. 
Once we deacend from the r(.'gioii of 
iiuiaic hall heroics and chajjol morality 
to the level of common eenae, there is 
no earthly reason why tho great powers 
most concerned.' should not deal with< 
one another on the Eastern question. .
